WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 


President Roosevelt signed the 
price control bill today and de- 


— — 


‘glared in a formal statement that 


it “does not mean that the battle 
against inflation has been won.” 
He expressed doubt as to the wis- 
dom and adequacy of certain sec- 
tions. 

In his formal statement, the 
President declared that price con- 
tro] legislation alone “cannot suc- 
cessfully combat inflation.” 

“To do that,” he asserted, 
adequate tax and fiscal program, a 
broad savings program, a sound 
production program, and an effec- 
tive priorities and rationing pro- 
gram, are all needed. 

“Finally, all bulwarks againét in- 
fiation must fail, unless us, 
the business man, the worker, the 
farmer, and the consumer—are de- 
termined to make those bulwarks 
hold fast. In the last analysis, as 


Woodrow Wilson said, ‘the best; 


form of efficiency is the spontane- 
ous co-operation of a free people.’” 
Roosevelt described the new act 
as “an important weapon in our 
armory against the onslaught of 
the Axis powers.” 

The total effort needed for vic- 
tory, he added, meant increasing 
sactifices.as an ever larger por- 
tin of goods and labor is devoted 
to producing ships, tanks, planes, 
and guns, and said: 

'*Eftective price control will in-. 
sure that these sacrifices are equit- 
ably distributed.”

Gen. Douglas. MacArthur has 


ignored a Japanese demand that 
he surrender. his American and 
Filipino troops in *the Philippines. 

The War Department, reporting 
this today in a communique, said 
the demand was contained in leaf- 
lets dropped from enemy planes 
over the Batan Peninsula lines on 
Jan. 10. 

“Gen. MacArthur and his troops 
paid no attention to the message,” 
the communique said. 

The demand, signed by “Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the Japanese Ex- 
pedtionary Forces,” said, “the end 
is near,” and asserted that “you 
have already cut rations by half.” 

“Save Lives of Troops.” 

The message directed that Mac- 
Arthur send a mission to negotiate 
an armistice and expressed hope 
that “your wise cousel will so pre- 
vail that you will save the lives of 
your troops.” 

This Japanese commander has 
been identified since Jan. 10 as 
Lieut. Gen, Masaharu Homma of 
the Japanese 14th Army.

holiday period drop, the bank re- 
ported, but “steel output in this 
area during late December and 
early January was at a lower level 
than in preceding months, due pri- 
marily to curtailment of scrap 
supplies. This is in sharp contrast 
to national output, which was 
close to a record.” 

Department store sales in De- 
ecember were 2) per cent greater 
than in December, 1940, and for 
all of 1941 were 21 per cent greater 
than the previous year. December 
gales of wholesale and jobbing 
firms were 34 per cent greater 
than those of December, 1940. 

Living Costs Up : 

Living costs continued to rise, 
but the rate of increase again de- 
clined, it was reported. In St. 
Louis, living costs rose 0.7 per cent 
in the last month and a total of 
10.2 per cent since September, 
1939. 

“A primary factor in lowering 
the rate of increase in the cost of 
living this past month has been 
the very small. change in the cost 
of food,” the bank said. “Seasonal 
declines for pork; eggs and 
oranges, and lower butter prices, 

“offset moderate increases in other 
“food prices.” 

Wholesale commodity prices, 
however, increased rapidly in re- 
cent weeks, with farm products 
leading the advance, the report re- 
lated. The wholesale commodity 
index advanced 2 per cent in the 
last month and 185 per cent in 
the past year, and has reached the 

highest point in 12 years. 
Farm Prices Increase. 


we Prices received by farmers in 


the Eighth District in December 
were 42 per cent over the Decem- 
ber, 1940, prices, the bank said. In 


, Arkansas, the increase was 67 per 


cent. The price of cotton is near- 
ly double what it was at the be- 
‘pinning of the war.

ARGENTINA AIR Crt 
AILLED IN AUTO GRAS 


Former Military Attache in 
U. S. Victim of Wreck 
Near Buenos Aires. 


BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 30 (AP). 
~—Col. Pedro I. Zanni, commander 
of the Argentine Army Air Force 
and a pioneer of South American 
aviation, died last night of injuries 
suffered in an automobile accident. 

His car collided earlier in the 
night with a truck just. outside the 
Campo de Mayo military garrison, 
20 miles from Buenos Aires. 

Col. Zanni, 50 years old, had been 
commandant of military aviation 
since Oct. & last year, when Gen. 
Angel Zuloaga was relieved at his 
own request after discovery of an 
alleged subversive plot involving 
some junior officers. 

Military air attache in Washing- 
ton from 1988 to last June, Col. 
Zanni had held similar posts in 
Tokyo, Paris, London and Brussels. 

In 1915 he broke the American 
altitude’ record, reaching a height 
of 6500 meters (more than 21,000 
feet). In 1920 he made one of the. 
first two»way crossings of the An- 
des by air. In 1924 he began an am- 
bitious flight around the world 
from Amsterdam. His plane was 
wrecked in Hanoi, French Indo- 
China, but he finally continued 
with another shipped from Japan.

counts and forbade other employes 
of the corporation to communicate 
with them without Treasury con- 
sent.

The officers, their salaries, and 
alleged connections were: 

Dr. Julius Weltzien, president, 
$60,000, formerly president of the 
Schering Co. in Berlin and subsidi- 
aries in South America; Ernst 
Hammer, promotion manager, $22,- 
000, formerly South American rep- 
resentative; Hans Erdmann, engi- 
neering director, $10,000, formerly 
chemical equipment designer in 
Berlin; Martin Bernhardt, legal 
adviser and comptroller, $9400, for- 
mer vice-president of the German 
Schering Co., and four lesser em- 
ployes with German connections. 

It is understood Americans will 
be placed in charge of the com- 
pany. At the same time, however, 
the Treasury announced it had re- 
fused permission for George Gal- 
lowhur of New York City to buy 
a controlling interest. No reason 
was given. 

The Treasury said that the com- 
pany not only made drugs impor- 
tant to American defense -but also 
was conducting “vital research” in 
its laboratories at Bloomfield 
which could be co-ordinated with 
scientific discoveries in other 
United Nations laboratories to help 
defeat the Axis. 


Ownership Disguise Charged. 

“Heretofore,” the Treasury said 
in a statement, “the United States 
Government has been unwilling 
to\exchange pharmaceutical secrets 
with Schering Corporation in or- 
der to further development of vital 
drugs because it felt that impor-

The statement alieged that in 
1983 the Schering Co. in Berlin 
“undertook a long range scheme 
to maintain its wor}d-wide, eco- 
nomic position.” 

Part of this plan, allegedly or- 
dered by Hermann Goering, Num- 
ber Two Nazi, was to disguise the 
German ownership of subsidiaries 
in other parts of the world by sell- 
ing them to Swiss interests.

A GRANT OF $11,000 was made 
to the Johns Hopkins School of 
Medicine to continue investigation 
of muscular paralysis.
